A permanently fireproof flame guard having a concentric 
flow cross section that terminates a conduit, in which there Is a flame guard Insert 
having a large number of flow passage gaps ensuring that it is permanently fireproof, 
oharaotor i zod i n that, wherein within the concentric flow cross section, at least one 
concentric solid annular section is formed so as to be solid without the passage gaps, 
and that on both sides of said at least one solid annular section there are annular 
concentric sections having the flow passage gaps, and wherein said at least one solid 
annular section subdivides the concentric flow cross section and is sufficiently sized to 
dissipate heat i n tho oonoontr i c reg i on within the concentric flow cross section. 

Line 3 of claim 2 shall read: 
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with the flow passage gaps is greater than the cross-sectional area without flow 
passage 

Line 4 of claim 5 shall read: 

followed in the radial direction by annular sections with flow passage gaps.

9 (Currently amended) A permanently fireproof flame guard having a concentric 
flow cross section that terminates a conduit, in which there is a flame guard insert 
having a plurality of flame guard sections arranged concentrically in relation to one 
another and divided radially from one another by concentric solid annular sections, each 
of the plurality of flame guard sections having a l argo number plurality of flow passage 
gaps ensuring that it is permanently fireproof, and within the flow cross section, the 
concentric solid annular sections are formed so as to be solid without the flow passage 
gaps, and that on both sides of each said solid annular concentric section there are 
annular sections having the flow passage gaps, wherein said concentric solid annular 
sections are metal, subdivide the flow cross section and are sufficiently sized to 
dissipate heat i n tho oonoontr i c reg i on within the flow cross section. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
2. Claims 1 -1 2, as per the Examiner's Amendment above, are allowed.
